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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -3 and 5-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus claimed by Applicant. 

Specifically, the prior art fails to disclose the vial as claimed by Applicant in 
combination with the claimed contents, which Applicant sets forth are a structural 
limitation of the invention 

US 4,089,432 to Crankshaw discloses the vial substantially as claimed by 
Applicant, but fails to disclose a gas-impermeable septum and the contents of the 
container as claimed by Applicant. 

US 5,549,561 to Hjertman discloses a container with a gas-impermeable septum, 
but does not disclose the particular contents of the container as claimed by Applicant, 
and does not teach the provision of the gaseous medium as a sufficient headspace, 
since the gaseous medium disclosed by Hjertman dissolves within the liquid solution.
